Law Enforcement 


A campaign to enforce the Hemp- 


stead county stock law was launched 
by Hope Star several years ago. It 
finally got results under the adminis- 
tration of Sheriff Bearden, but not un- 
til The Star's editor-owner, A. H, 
Washburn, himself accidentally killed 
a mule and smashed a car a year and 
a half ago. The publisher refused to 
permit his insurance company to set- 
tle a civil action against him, and 
fought the case through two terms of 
Hempstead circuit court. The first 
jury trial resulted in a deadlock The 
second trial resulted in a 5100 verdict 
for the owner of the mule, which, 
However, netted the stock owner but 
little in view of the cost of litigation 
extending over a year. 


Transcontinental highway No. 67 is 


protected by county stock laws begin- 
ning with Nevada at Little Missouri 
river, and extending through Hemp- 
stead and Miller to the Texas line. 
Clark county, however, has no stock 
law, and driving conditions, especially 
at night, are more dangerous near Gur- 
don, Arkadelphia and Little Rock, and 
in east Arkansas, than through this 
section. 


Outbreak of stock-grazing on the 


highway between Hope and Fulton 
from time to time is about the only 
case of stock law violation between 
Little Missouri river and the Texas 
line—a distance of approximately 60 
miles.

Bites of fleas and mosquitoes are

Constant scratching will 


break the blister, or bleb, and the raw 
surface may become easily infected. 


All sorts of mosquito bite and flea 


bite lotions have been developed to 
alleviate the itching or irritation. If 
these bites are let alone, they usually 
disappear promptly. 


The mosquito bite lotions, sometimes 


available in solid or stick form, usually 
contain small amounts of camphor and 
menthol. 


The bite of a bedbug seldom becomes 


infected. Usually it itches. The itch- 
ing is relieved by weak ammonia or 
weak menthol solutions. 


The way to keep from being bitten 


is to avoid 'the insects. This is im- 
portant because of the possibility that 
any type of insect may carry infection, 


To get rid of insects, one studies 


their habits, their methods of breed- 
ing, and the special technics available 
for destroying them

Italy Cuts Gold 


Value of the Lira 


Cabinet Forbids Any In- 


crease in Rent and Util- 


ity Charges 


ROME, Italy.—W—Premier Musso- 


lini Monday devalued the Italian lira, 
decreed measures designed to revive 
the nation's foreign trade, and ordered 
property owners to lend the govern- 
ment cash equal to 5 per cent of the 
value of their real estate, in an effort 
to balance the budget, the loans to be 
paid off in 25 years. 


Tariff duties were ordered reduced 


to spur trade. Cabinet decrees forbade 
increases in rents and utility service 
costs to guard against a jump in liv- 
ing costs. 
Value of the lira was established at 


19 to the American dollar and 92.46 to 
the pound. The gold content was peg- 
ged at 4.677 grams per 100 lira. This 
constituted a gold devaluation of 41 
per cent. 


The financial move followed conver- 


sations on monetary alignment among 
Great Britain, France and Italy, with 
the United States informed. Italy ^then 
proclaimed an agreement with a "con- 
ception that world economic recovery 
is one of the necessary conditions for 
collaboration among people toward 
pea(5e."

asm Displayed Last Year. 


Faced with the loss of 14 lettermen, 


10 of whom could be called regulars 
on last year's co-championship eleven, 
Coach Francis A. Schmidt of Ohio 
State University is working overtime 
with a squad of some 60 men trying to 
find suitable replcements. 


With the New York University bat- 


tle over, the Buckeyes are prepping 
for the University of Pittsburgh and 
the crack Northwestern University 
eleven. 


The Bucks' most severe losses are 


Dick Heekin, plunging halfback; Corn- 
er Jones, one of the best centers in 
the country last year; Stan Pincura, 
ace forward passer and quarterback; 
Trevor Rees, stellar end who was on 
the receiving end of man yof Pin- 
cura's passes; Jim Karcher, guard; 
Frank Boucher, another fleet half- 
back; Johnny Kabealo, one of the best 
punters in the Big Ten; Gilbert Harre, 
the big tackle; and Sam Busich, a 
steady, dependable end. 


Other .losses include

and Frank Fisch fom the backfield;

Student of Andy Kerr and 


Pop Warner,' He Re- 


builds Stanford

For 12 years, Claude E. Thornhill 


labored under Andy Kerr nnd then 
Pop Warner at Stanford University. A 
big, quiet fellow Whom many believed 
put forth little effort, but whose line- 
men neverthele.ss helped carry the 
Cardinals to national fame in football. 


"He's one of the greatest guys in Ihe 


world. I'll lick anybody who says 
otherwise," was the estimate of the 
forwards he tutored. 


Warner resigned at the end of the 


1932 campaign. He signed a contract 
at Temple. The.Old .Man wasn't en- 
thusiastic about future football pros- 
pects at Palo Alto, what with gradua- 
tions leaving a pretty green array of 
material. Competition was too tough, 
scholastic requirements to exacting. 


Tliornhill was named to succeed 


Warner. So quiet had he been that 
fans knew little more than his nnmc. 


Thornhill had a bunch of sopho- 


mores, and darned little else, when he 
took command of spring practice in 
1933, but they were smart and speedy 
kids who took to their coach's abridg- 
ments of the Warner system. 


A cocky young crew whose coach 


made playing football fun, Bobby 
Brayson, 
Bones 
Hamilton, • Frank 


Alustiza, Monk Moscrip, Keith Top- 
ping, Horse Reynolds, Boedlo, Adams, 
Rouble, and Wes Muller as freshmen 
vowed that they never would be beat- 
en by the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


The Trojans hadn't lost in 28 starts. 


They were nationally rated unbeatable. 
So the Indian sophomores' pledged 
was a man-sized one. But in and 
around Los Angeles, 1933 is spoken of 
by many as "the year of the end of 
the world." For Thornhill's Stanford 
sophomores bested the mighty Tro- 
jans—were swept into the Rose Bowl 
—and Thornhill was made. 


For two more seasons, the same 


group played together, climbing new 
heights and winding up the year in 
the big show in Pasadena. 


Thornhill Rebuilds 


Now, 
the vowing sophomores ore 


graduated All-Americas or All-West- 
erners, and Thornhill is busily going 
about the job of building a complete 
new team. 


A chipped ankle bone will keep 


Bill Paulman, one of the two hold- 
overs, out for the season. He is a 
splendid back and a remarkable kick- 
er. 


But don't think for a second that 


Thornhill is moaning. Despite the 
terrific toll, he can't see his chances 
the least bit poorer than those of uny 
other team in the far west. 


Thornhill's black hair is slightly shot 


with gray. He's red-faced. 


The wheel-chair invalid who became 


an Ail-American tackle on Warner's 
finest Pittsburgh team. The wartime 
marine whose broken foot caused him 
to be the first to land them. The giant 
so big they call him Tiny. The high- 
ly popular athletic figure who has died 
scores of well-deserved violent deaths 
in the movies. 


There's plenty of paradox comingled 


in the career of Tiny Thornhill. 


Thornhill was born in West Virginia 


43 years ago. His childhood gave lit- 
tle indication of his being any sort of 
a noise in athletics.

Penal Reform Is 


Urged Upon State 


Federal Board Recom- 
mends Arkansas Estab- 


lish Prison Factories 


LITTLE ROCK. *- Recommendations 


for improvement of Arkahsas's penal 
system, to be included in a tentative 
report of asurvey by the Federal Pris- 
on industries Reorganization Admin- 
istration. Will include: 


A combined parole and probation 


system. 


Establishment of a separate prison 


farm or reformatory for women pris- 
oners, both white and negro. 


Enactment of a compulsory state-use 


law for prison-made goods. 


Enlargement of prison industries to 


supply commodities needed by the 
penitentiary and other state institu- 
tions. 


Establishment of a hospital at the 


penitentiary, staffed by three or four 
doctors and a dentist. 


Study of prisoners in a receiving 


camp with a view of classifying them 
and segregating first offenders from 
hardened criminals. 


Educational and training facilities for 


all prisoners willing and capable of 
learning a trade or improving their 
educational status. 


The recommendations were outlined 


by Dr. Louis Robinson of Philadelphia, 
Widely known penologist and member 
of the PIRA board, at a joint meeting 
of the State Penal Board and the State 
Planning Board's Committee on Penal 
Institutions at the capitol Monday. 


Dr._ Robinson emphasized that the 


PIRA is a co-operative federal agency 
created by executive order of the pres- 
ident to assist states requesting such 
help in solving their penal problems. 


Dr. Robinson said the present prac- 


tice of suspending sentences and pa- 
roling prisoners without supervision 
is not good for the state or the prison- 
ers. He recommended that an inde- 
pendent non-political probation and 
parole commission be created and that 
the state bedivided into districts with 
a probation and parole officer on duty 
in each district. He said this board 
should have authority to parole pris- 
oners and to supervise those placed on 
probation through suspended sentences 
ay the "trial courts. 


Such a commission should be set up 


vith overlapping terms for its mem- 
:>ers so that the commission would not 
be affected by changes in the state ad- 
ministration, Dr. Robinson said. 


During a discussion of separate re- 


formatories for women, Dr. Robinson 
indicated that modern prison practices 
do not close proximity to girls' in- 
dustrial schools or prisons for men. 
He was told that only negro women 
have been kept on the penitentiary 
farms and that a separate reformatory 


maintained for white women pris- 
oners. 


Dr. Robinson said Arkansas's prison 


system is adapted admirably for pro- 
duction of many kinds of supplies and 
foods for the prisoners and for other 
state institutions and said a wider 
range of industry should be developed. 


He suggested that a law be passed 


requiring all state institutions to buy 
prison-made supplies and food pro- 
ducts, if the institution can furnish 
them. He was told that a voluntary 
system of state-use of prison products 
is in operation now, but he said such 
plans have not been successful through 
changing conditions without a manda- 
tory law.

pic swimming try-outs or that she was 
graduated from one of the most fash- 
ionable finishing schools in the east.

Regardless of their natural assets, all
